DEWEYTO BE V1CK ADMIRAL. 


President McKmloy and Secretary of 


the Navy Long have determined to re- 
commend to Congress the revival of the 
grade of vies admiral, to be filled by the 
promotion of Bear Admiial Dewey. 
President McKinley, in his annual mes- 
sage, and Secretary Long, m his an- 
nual report, intend to devote considera- 
ble space to the achievements of the 
Asiatic si|uadron under the command of 
Hear Admiral Dewey, and the splendid 
judgment and diplomatic tact that offi- 
cer has displayed m handling the many 
difficult questions which arose before 
the arrival of the American troops and 
the capture of Manila.

to Death by a Mob. 


DOOMED MAN BEGGED FOE MERCY. 


Wu Aceiued of Fclonlou* A»nult on 


White Woman—Avenger* Overpowered 
the Jail WatchiiiBu. Took FoiMuiou 
of Ills Key* and Dragged Their Victim 
Forth—Story of Crime. 


Annapolis. Md., Oct. 6.—Wright Smith, 


colored, who attempted an assault on 
Mrs. Morrison, the wife ot 
Captain 


James Morrison, residing near Jones 
Station, was taken from jail shortly 
after 2 o'clock this morning and shot.; 
The lynchlag party went to the jail, 
pointed guns at Night Watchman Du- 
vall and took the prisoner to Sanders 
lot, near tht; city cemetery, and riddled 
bis body witli bullets. Smith bc-ggcd 
for mercy, and cried "Murder" a£ he was 
being removed from jail. 
| 


At 2 o'clock this morning the bell rang 


at the front jail door. This Is the night 
Dlgnal to bring in a prisoner. Watch- 
man Thomas J. Duvall went to the door. 
He took down the inside iron bar and us 
soon as he did the door was burst open, 
and half a dozen revolver* were pointed 
at his head. Behind them were masked 
men, and in the rear were more armed 
men. Without a word they forced the 
watchman to the second Iloor, and then 
they demanded the keys to the corridi r 
and cells. He gave them up. The door 
of the corridor s\\ung open, and straight 
to the cell of Smith went the men. The 
cell (k)or was thrown wide open and thu 
prisoner ordered to come out. Neith-r 
the assailants nor the doomed man had 
a «0rd to say. 


By this time the lynchers, 30 in number, 


crowded the jai? corridors,'some In light, 
w hlte ci'othfs and masks and some with- 
out masks. Watchman Duvall Kay* he 
could not make out any person Individ- 
ually, nor could he tell whether tlu'y 
\vi>ie yimnK or mlddle-aK<Jd men. The 
prisoner was compelled to go before the 
mob. He nuU.hi.-r offered resistance nor 
uttered a word until he reached the front 
steps, on Culvert street. Tlion he gave 
a. cry of "Murder." No time \v;is lost, 
and ho was shoved on before the lynch- 
ers, now numbering between 40 and SIJ. 
He was taken to the corner of North- 
west street and Calvcit, a distance of 
5U yards. As Smith turned up Northwest 
street some one in the crowd struck him 
with it cobblestone, and he fell. 


Then he cried "Murder," again, ami 


when 10 yaids^j advance of the croud 
the lynchers began to lire on the rav- 
Isher. He (led to the open lot on North- 
west street, in the rar of Sander's row 
of buildings. The moon g.ivc suflicient 
light to let the lynchers see what they 
were doing. The reports of the revolvers 
aroused people In the vicinity, anil on 
looking out of their windows they he.ird 
the fusilade of 00 shots or more and saw 
Smith fall dead on the grass. Then the 
lynchPrs qulutly dispersed. The lynch- 
ers were evidently from the section ot 
the assault. 
They came In buggies, 


which were tunl up on College Creek 
bridge-, at the northern boundary of 
Annapolis. 


The crime for which Smith was lynched 


occurred on the night of Sept. 2, while 
Captain Morrison 
was alwsent from 


home. 
The house was entered by a 


negro, who broke into the room oc- 
cupied by Mrs. Morrison and her sister, 
and attempted to assault them. Both 
women fought desperately, and finally 
drove off Ihelr assailant. 
— 


Last Monday. Smith, who had disap- 


peared from the neighborhood, was ar- 
rested in Haltlmorp and taken to An- 
napolis. Mrs. Morrison unhesitatingly 
Identified him as her assailant. He trem- 
bled vlolent'y.but denied his guilt. There 
was much feeling against the prisoner 
irom the time of his identification.

resumed hrstestirnony before the war 
Invistrgatrng commission today. The 
examination on the line of the New York 
World chargvs \vus resumed. He said 
that if there were any "camp horros" 
on the 27th of August as charged the 
commander of the camp v\aa responsi- 
ble, for he had full power to furnish re- 
lief. 
There were probably individual 


cases of suffering, but as a rule he knew 
the soldiers were well cared for. There 
was certainly no lack of food. The sur- 
geons were authorized to expend 60 
cents per day on each Invalid soldier. 
In addition to this supply there were his 
own purchases and the contributrons 
of the good ladies by whom the tents 
were filled with edibles. Furthermore, 
many Individuals forwarded sums of 
money to him. As many as 30 checks 
were sent him, the largest belny for 
J5000. He had In each case returned the 
checks because the money was not need- 
ed and because he did not think it prop- 
er that he should undertake the distri- 
bution ot the food. 


General Wheeler 
admitted that in 


many instances there were men 111 in 
their camp quarters. Often men not 
very ill preferred not to go to the hos- 
pitals, and the hospitals were too crowd- 
ed to make room for them. He also said 
tnere were times when it was neces- 
sary to put four men in a tent, saying 
that this arrangement did not necessi- 
tate unnecessary crowding or render the 
men uncomfortable. 


Some time was spent on the charge 


that General Wheeler had said that 
General Eagan, general commissary 
officer of subsistence, had countermand- 
ed an order of his for supplies. This oc 
curred, he said, but it was due to a mis- 
construction of general orders No. 16 
regarding the 60-c«nt daily rations foi 
the sick. The trouble was noon reme- 
died, not continuing more than two days 


General' Wheeler also explained the 


circumstances concerning the death of 
Private Hugh Ferret. He said Major 
Beach had investigated the occurrence 
and had mada his report. 


"My Inquiry," said he, "developed the 


fact that Dr. Taber was a little gruft 
to the men, 'out It also developed the 
fact that he had proved BO efficient in 
the field that they were devoted to him 
and had petitioned for hto retention in 
the army. 


Continuing, he laid that the charge 


was that the man was not sent to the 
hospital when he had complained juw 
before his death. Thla, he thought, wai 
on* of those Individual cases of neglect 
tnd he thought It was to be explained by 
the fact that Dr. Tabor was probably ill 
himself. 
He found this to be true In 


other cases, and had remonstrated with 
physicians for being Irritable 'x> patients, 
Haying to them that he presumed It was 
because tney were aot we!! themMlv*s.

General Wheeler said it was true that 


many soldiers would fall on the streets. 
He thought that all of them had been 
weakened by their experiences inn Cuba, 
and most of them had the germs of fe- 
ver in them. Many had had no exer- 
cise, and the climatic conditions were 
against them. 
Even before they left 


Cuba they were greatly weakened. It 
was not strange, therefore, if some of 
them had fallen to the ground at Wi- 
koff. 


The general took up a statement at- 


tributed to Dr. Senn concerning the 
sinks. He said the sinks were covered 
every hour with earth and lime. He had 
examined the ground and found that the 
soil was not porous. He also found that 
other physicians did not agree with 
Dr. Senn as to the danger from typhoid. 
The wells were a long distance from the 
inks and the soil was very compact, 
effectually avoiding the danger of con- 
aminatlon. There wae no outbreak of 
ever such as Dr. Senn had prwJrcted, 
lence it was a.false prophesy. He ad- 
mitted also in reply to a charge attribut- 
ed to Dr. Cyrus Edson that a small per- 
centage of the men in hospitals were 
without cols and were lying on the floor 


ni Aug. 30. They were, however, sup- 


plied with beds, and in no case was there 
any complaint on this account. "The 
'act is." he said, "that the surgeons and 
the other officers and men conducted 
themselves most heroically, and it Is 
>alnful to me to see the effort to make 
t appear that they were complaining 
vhen they were not. Dr. Edson had also 
predicted an increase of typhoid, but 
Ire predictions hud not been verltled. 
["here was some typhoid, but nothing 
Ike an epidemic, and the disease was 
n smaller proportion than he had ex- 
pected. 


Major Dirnmk'k was quoted as having 


charged the contract surgeons with In- 
difference. 
He admitted thtit there 


were instances in which officers had 
'ound it necessary to hunt up physicians 
o take them to the sick nven. "In such 
a case," he said, "a captain can perform 
no higher duty than to firing a physician 
o an ailinjf member of his command." 
Replying to a question he said he had 
|ut in a filter on the 31st of August nvere- 
y as a precaution, not because thpre 
va^j then danger, but because some of the 
surgeons had suggested that the water 
supply mlKht become impure as it grew 
ii\ver. Many of the doctors had con- 
endeil that the filter was not needed, 
iut the secretary of war had said that 
f it would save one life It should be 
Drdert-d, and it was done out of abundajrt 
irocaullon.
